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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendments and remarks filed on 
November 18,2009. 

2. Claims 34, 37 and 40 have been amended. 

3. Claims 1-33, 35-36, 38-39 and 41-42 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 34, 37, 40 and 43-44 are currently allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is generally relates to an image processing apparatus which is 
equipped with plural card slots, a control method for the image processing apparatus, and a 
computer-readable storage medium storing a program for executing the control method. 

With regard to Claim 34, the closest prior arts of record, Tanaka et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
2002/0044295 Al) do not disclose or suggest, inter alia, the additional required limitation of 
"wherein, in a case where the first memory card is inserted in the first checked card slot but the 
second memory card is not inserted in the second card slot and the access control unit has set 
the first checked card slot as inaccessible, the access control unit resets the first checked card 
slot in which the first memory card is inserted as the accessible card slot". These additional 
features in combination with all the other features required in the claimed invention are neither 
taught nor suggested by Tanaka et al. 

With regard to Claims 43 and 44, the claims are depending from the independent Claim 
34, each encompasses the required limitations recited in the independent claim discussed above. 
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With regard to Claims 37 and 40, the closest prior arts of record, Tanaka et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 2002/0044295 Al) do not disclose or suggest, inter alia, the additional required 
limitation of "wherein, in a case where the first memory card is inserted in the first checked card 
slot but the second memory card is not inserted in the second card slot and the first checked card 
slot as inaccessible, the first checked card slot in which the first memory card is inserted as the 
accessible card slot". These additional features in combination with all the other features 
required in the claimed invention are neither taught nor suggested by Tanaka et al. 

6. Therefore, claims No. 34, 37, 40 and 43-44 are allowed.
